On the 15th September, 1909, Shri Bhim Bahadur Rawat 
with an N.C.O. and two other ranks of the Manipur Rifles 
was travelling in a vehicle when it was ambushed by hostiles 
about seven miles from Ukhrul. Shri Rawat was sitting in the 
front seat of the vehicle. Without regard for the hostile fire 
he jumped out of the vehicle and ordered his men to take 
position on the slope on the left of the road. There was a 
heavy exchange of fire between the hostiles and the police 
in the course of which the N.C.O. was wounded. Shri Rawat 
in utter disregard of his personal safety came out from behind 
cover and crossed some 30 yards of open ground fully ex- 
posed to the hostile fire and carried the wounded man to a 
place of safety. 

In this encounter. Shri Bhim Bahadur Rawat displayed 
great courage and initiative.

On the 21st May, 1969, Jemadar B'abot Singh who was 
posted as a Platoon Commander of an Outpost in Sadar Hills 
Circle of Manipur received information that a gang of about 
100 armed hosliles campinjt at a distance of about 7 miles 
from (he outpost was planning to launch an attack on the out- 
post. Shri Irabot Singh along with 13 men proceeded to the 
spot where the hostiles were hiding. After walking through 
jungles, they reached n place from where they could hear 
soft sound of singing. Shri Irabot Singh in disregard of his 
personal safety went all alone into the hostiles’ camp and 
Tired in the direction from where the sounds wore coming. 
Taken by surprise the hostiles hurriedly dispersed into the 
jungle. While doing so they were fired upon by the police 
party. Some of the hostiles returned the lire. Shri Trabot Singh 
though caught in the cross fire from both sides remained un- 
deterred. The hostiles could not sustain the pressure of the 


Police fire and ran away leaving behind a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition. 

In this action Jemadar Irabot Singh displayed leadership 
and courage of a high Order.

Though the man 
was holding a loaded revolver In his hand and was superior 
in physique to Shri Bhosale, the latter grappled with him 
unmindful of the grave risk to his life. The man struggled 
hard to free himself but Shri Bhosale maintained his grip 
firmly till three other Policemen came to his assistance.

On receipt of this 
information on the morning of 15th June, 1968, a Police party 
was deputed to village Kakrili where the dacoifs were reported 
to be hiding. The IMlice party was divided into two groups, 
one led by Shri M. D. Maurya and the other by another 
Deputy Superintendent of Police. When the Police party 
bended by Shri Maurya reached the hide-out of the dacoits. 
the sentries of the gang spotted the Police party and started 
firing on them and tried to escape under the cover of the fire. 
In disregard of their personal safety Shri Mauray along with 
Shri Chawla pursued the dacoits into the ravines and killed 
three of them. They also rescued three of the kidnapped 
persons. 

Tn the meantime, the second police party also made con- 
tact with the dacoits. The dacoits then tried to escape, but 
Shri Karauti Singh saw through their plan and chased the 
dacoifs single-handed. He injured one of them and captured 
the rifle of another. He also rescued the remaining three 
kidnapped persons. 
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In this encounter Sarvashri Magan Das Maurya, Jagdish 
Lai ChawJa and Karauti Singh displayed exemplary courage 
and devotion to duty.

No. F, 1-52/ 6%-FY (PT ) . — In order to promote the deve- 
lopment of deep Sea Fishing with indigenously manufactured 
vessels, the Government of India have decided to introduce 
a scheme for subsidising the cost of indigenously manufac- 
tured deep sea fishing vessels. The scheme will be applica- 
ble to steel vessels of 57 ft, length or above designed for 
deep sea fishing. It will not be applicable to vessels cons- 
tructed in the country as a part of a composite arrangement 
involving construction of a specified member of indigenous 
fishing vessels in the country as one of the conditions for 
clearance of import of deep sea fishing vessels constructed in 
foreign yards. 

The quantum of subsidy will be assessed at 21\% Of the 
c.i.f. cost of an equivalent imported vessel. The subsidy 
admissible in any case will be limited to the difference 
between the cost of the indigenous vessel and the c.i.f. cost 
of an eqhivalent imported vessel. 

A Committee will be constituted in the Ministry of Food 
and Agriculture to determine the fair prico of indigenous 


vessels of various standard specifications as well as the c.i.f. 
cost of corresponding imported vessels. A subsidy equivalent 
to 27i% of the c.i.f. cost of the equivalent imported vessel, 
limited to the difference between the assessed fair price of an 
indigenously manufactured vessel and the imported c.i.f. 
cost of a corresponding imported vessel, will be admissible to 
the ship-building yard, The subsidy so calculated will be 
admissible only in cases where the price charged 
by the ship building firm to the purchaser is equivalent to or 
below the amount arrived at by reducing the admissible 
quantum of subsidy from the fair price of indigenous manu- 
facture estimated by the Committee. The subsidy fixed for 
each standard design will be applicable to the closest corres- 
ponding designs of indigenously constructed vessels. The 
subsidies will be valid for such periods as may be prescribed. 

T he ship building firm will be required to furnish a certifi- 
cate from the Mercantile Marine Department or such other 
agency as may be prescribed that the vessel has been cons- 
tructed in accordance with relevant specifications.
